No governm ent professing 
to believe in divided power and delegated responsibil­ 
ity can afford to disregard the palpable danger of con­ 
centrating so m uch in one pair of hands No nation 
alert to its defense needs can afford to be caught with 
so little coordination In high places 
The im provised “m erger" worked during wartime. 
The War and Navy departm ents and the unofficial air 
departm ent were coordinated after a fash ion—not per­ 
fectly, but better than over before. Expensive as the 
w ar was, it would have cost even more h ad there not 
crystallized at the hlgh-com m and level a m eans of 
increasing the efficiency of defense. 
This efficiency, it is safe to say, is a potent element 
In the m erger plan now proposed. N ational defense ex­ 
penditures in the new budget subm itted to Congress 
represents 30 percent of the total spending for the 
next fiscal year. M ilitary expenditures of such pro­ 
portions in peacetim e invite congressional scrutiny 
G enerals and adm irals know tills. If they are to huvo 
w hat they need for national defense, they m ust get it 
a t the least possible cost. President Trum an has said 
on at least two public occasions th at unification of the 
services could cut the cost of governm ent.

"A lthoug h more than one m illion of our cus­ 
tom ers are w aiting for delivery of their cars at 
present prices, we are im mediately reducing the

and low er prices throug h increasing ly efficient 
larg e-scale production. 


"We hope, as we move forw ard, that we w ill be 
able to reduce prices further, and that we 
will not 
be forced to raise them ag ain to com pensate for 
cost increases.”
